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This poſture they conrinued in, till divers of oor 
Sou ldiers were wearied' out; and both Footand Horſe 
ſo far ſpent, as the Enemic himſelfknew his great ad 
vantage over us : and out of that conſideration, having 
mightily encreaſed his Armie , and wee through-alt 
thele inconveniences ſome-what decreafed onrs, hee 
upon the eighth of this inſtant abour 8. of the clocke 
in the forevoone proffered ns the Battle, V Vee. ſee- 

- ivg his pamber; 8 he bcingapon ts beforewe were well 
aware of him, quitred our preſent ſtation , which was 
at Saint, P2goxs, rhe Encmie drew into the place of 
our:Guards ;but wee: being very loth to retreat, upon 
a lictle hill neere Saint Fogors, made good our ground, 
drew up our Armie, faced'the Enemie, a for-lorne 
Hope of Horſe and Dragoons were drawne up uader 
the command of Lieutenant Godfrey : And another 
forlorne Hope of Foot under the command ofa Lieu- 
tenant of Foote. Next them marched 4 60. fire-lockes 
under the command of Captaine Garland. In the right 
wing marched Colonel Okey with three troops ofhocle 
and three troopes of Dragoones. In the Body mar- 
ched Colonell Hortoz Commander in chiefe.. In the 
left Flanke marched the Horſe under the commandof 
Major Bartoz, with ſome Dragoones. The body be- 
ing thus drawne up, our forlorne hope of Horſe ad. 
vanced and fell immediately into a ground where +009, 
ofthe Enemies Foote with ſome Horſe lined the heup.- 
es, Lientenant Godfrey witha forlorne hope 0! Hos 

| icgmediately charged them, routed them, ad killed 
F ſome of them: . Colonell Okey upon this taking the ad-. 

|: vantage of the Enemies running, command<d preſent- 
ly Captaine Gar/azd with the fire-locks, Captain er- 
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' cerwith acommanded party of Dragoones and ſome. 
Horſe to ſecond the forlorne Hope. - Theſe falling 
on inro another ground where the Enemie was a 11- 
ning the*hedpes', drave them from hedge to huge 
and purſued them. The Encmie in this retreat t1a- 
ving ſo many reſerves of Foote ar every hedge , lice 
makes a ſtay with a new party : Still ColouelL peey 
commanded the party both of Fire-locks, Dragooas 
and'Horſe'to advance z The Enemic having a nume- 
rous Armie of Foote, ſtill ever and anon ſends freſh 
reſerves : but at the end hee was beate by this party of 
Eoote and Horſe to a water, and from thence over 
a River, where againe hee made good his ground. 
There the diſpute lafted a long while, till our body 
of Horſe and Foote advanced, where the Horſe with 
the Foote making way, and c— with the Foot 
upon their :Muſqueteers , through the goodneſſcof 
God after an hours diſpute they were pur tothe rour. 
Wee purſued , tooke divers priſoners , the number 
ag yet unkhowne , and the quality ; we hezre of ſome 
meu of quality both killed and taken ; rhis for pre- 
ſent in briefe. Wee can give youan accompt that 
there were farre more priſoners take!) tuanthe num- 
ber of our Armie was : ſo tht wee ca9 well tay, God 
hath done great things for us 19 mtg": aly ſtircing up 
the ſpirics of Officers and Souidiecs f» 3+ courapt- 
ouſly each one in his place in this builieffe doug tis 
par:. Wee can truly ſay fhat this was the hand of 
God , wee being but a 1..14full 1n compariſnn to 
their great Armie , which raigtt Pave been a (ufiicienr 
motive to have cauſed us to have rc fuſed ti fight; Yet 
the conſideratis of the great diſadvantage the Ret; = 
Wou

wanld have beene to us in our future: __ 
Fheſe were motives notwithftanding all the former 
difficulries, ro.inJuce us to fight, where:through the 
Lord we had ananſwerable ſucces;in which Jet the gio- 
ry be given to God, and not to man. Our victory be- 
ing an abſolute rout of them , with very little loſfe to 
our ſelves, ſome few by-men we had killed z the fmal- 
nefle of the number cauting great admiration both to- 
us andthe Enemie ; divers of che Enemie were killed, 
forty: to one, and about 2500, taken. Thechicfe.of 
them that we can heare of was Major- Generall Strad- 
hong, but none of our party either killed or wounded, 
Captaine Nicho/ets and Cornet Okesy were both ſhot 
through their hats , but free from any other hurt ; 
there Ges been a few men of my troope killed , and 
fome hurt, but not many. For which and all other 
mercies I defire God may have the glory : by the next 
Poſt you ſhall hear more. This being done in haſt in 
the field ; in the mean time I referre you to-Captaine 
| Hercer, who can fully reſolve you. No: more for 
prefent; I take my-leave, and remain
